“Killing The Goose ........” 


AMIDST A GREAT DEAL of con- 
fusion and controversy, and with much 
trial and error, British Columbia is 
embarking on an entirely new era in 
the administration and harvesting of 
her greatest single resource - her 
forests, which today account for 60¢ 
to 70¢ of every dollar earned by the 
province. 

We know what we HAD - scores 
of years of reckless waste, destruc- 
tion, and desolation left in the wake 
of an industry which followed a ‘‘cut 
and get out - there’s more over the 
hill’? policy, which policy was fully 
condoned by a public and government 
which regarded our forests as a vir- 
tually inexhaustible resource, and the 
horrible scars and devastation left in 
the wake of logging operations as un- 
avoidable and inescapable. 

Exactly how, why, where, when- 
it sank home into the public conscience 
that we were ‘reaping without sowing’ 
isimmaterial, but sink in it did. Ap- 
palling examples throughout the world 
convinced us that we must turn over 
a new leaf; that flash-floods, soil er- 
osion on a tremendous scale, fire, 
desolation, loss of fish, game and 
wildlife plus the ultimate deterior- 
ation of our forestry industry to the 
near zero point, were the inevitable 
results of our failure to do so. 


We know what we WANT - con- 
servation, greater utilization, sus- 
tained-yield production, tree farming 
reforestation, increased fire protec- 
tion and controlled cutting - in short 
we want our forests to be ‘managed’ 
as a farm is managed, with the new 
crops ready to harvest every hundred 


years or so. We want SECURITY, 
spelled in big capital letters, in the 
form of perpetuatedforests - with the 
resultant multitudinous benefits for 
every man, woman and child in the 
province - now and in the future. 

But between these two extremes 
lies a tremendous amount of plain 
downright hard work. It will take the 
expenditure of millions of dollars per 
year andthe labour of hundreds (if not 
thousands) of workers to bring about 
the desired objective. Andsofar, we, 
the people of British Columbia, have 
shown not the slightest inclination of 
being willing and ready to pay for what 
we expect to receive. If, as it is 
claimed, government action is a dir- 
ect reflection of the public will, then 
we, the public, are guilty of trying to 
get SOMETHING FOR NOTHING! We 
want provincial-wide PUBLIC secur- 
ity -at PRIVATE expense! For every 
recently instituted act and regulation, 
and every proposed new act such as 
the ‘‘Compulsory Reforestation Act’’ 
is designed to force the forest industry 
itself to shoulder the entire cost and 
responsibility of perpetuating our for- 
ests - asan ADDED EXPENSE, over 
and above the extremely high 25% to 
50% tax it is already paying. 


We justify this demand upon the 
industry by glibly mouthing the shop- 
worn slogan ‘‘Let those who profit 
from our forests pay for perpetuating 
them. ’’ Inso doing we completely ig- 
nore the fact that the forest industry 
is already overburdened with taxes 
and paying into the provincial treasury 
each year many times what it would 
cost to place our entire forest re- 
sources on a sustained-yield basis, 
and that these funds are being used 
for other purposes - for schools, hos- 
pitals, roads, public buildings, social 
welfare, municipal aid etc. 

Weignore also, that those whom 
we would saddle with the ENTIRE 
COST of maintaining our forests, and 
who are already contributing so sub- 
stantially to the provincial treasury 
(over $25, 000, 000 in 1952) represent 
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COMMON SENSE AND EFFORT

of mine in Victoria told me that he had been through 
that country on horseback some years previously, be- 
fore there was much thought of a road.

REMINISCENCES OF KITIMAT 


BEFORE ‘ALCAN’ 


By Rita Rogerson 


. APTAIN Charles Carlson said, 
with a humorous twinkle in his 
eyes, ‘‘So you want to know what life 
was like in early Kitimat. ’’ 

‘‘Yes,’’ I answered, ‘‘How you 
found it. ’’ 

He smiled then and said, 
I’ll start from the beginning. ”’ 

He sat down on the deck of his 
trolling boat Tyee, which was moored 
at the Fisherman’s floats in Prince 
Rupert. 

‘“Two other chaps and ! started out 
for Alaska in a Sailing cloop, pros- 
pecting and trapping as we went along. 
We found the trapping good along 
Douglas Channel, so we stayed there 
until we found our food running low. 
By studying an old map we had with 
us, we saw the nearest place to buy 
food would be Hartley Bay. So two of 
us sailed there, hoping to sell our 
furs and buy some grub. 

Hartley Bay we found deserted ex- 
cept for a one eyed Indian and a sick 
preacher. The missionary told us to 
go on to Kitimat, that there were 
people there and a store. 

Around Christmas in 1902, I 
landed for ‘'e first time in Kitimat, 
that was the Indian village. We sold 
our furs at the store there and bought 
some food. We didn’t know anything 
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about trapping, we only had. six traps 
apiece and a book on how to trap. It 
makes me laugh to think of it. Accord- 
ing to our book, martin was very 
scarce and mink plentiful. We thought 
we had caught one martin and twenty 
one mink. That one rare martin skin, 
we had stretched so carefully and 
hadtreated as our most valuable pos- 
session, only to find when we sold it, 
that it was a mink worth seventy five 
cents. That skin sure let us down 
especially after the way we babied it. 
We really brightened up though when 
the store keeper told us that our 
twenty one other skins were the rare 
martin worth at that time, between 
five and twelve dollars apiece. 

We stayed in Kitimat three or four 
days. There is a great deal of snow 
in the winter, there. The Tsimpsean 
Indians named it well when they called 
it Kitimat - people of the snow. 

We continued trapping until about 
June 1903 - we heard that fishing was 
good up the Skeena. Up we sailed to 
try our luck. When they talk about the 
good old days, I wonder if they know 
what they are talking about. Then they 
paid only seven cents apiece for sock- 
eye; one red salmon was equivalent to 
three sockeyes; a cohoe was the same 
as a sockeye invalue. Those were the 
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Kitimat Bay - years ago the mail arrived by rowboat from Hartley Bay, 50 miles away. Today, Alcan!s "balicopteld make short work of the toughest

only fish the cannery bought, too. 
Shortly after we arrived, the fisher- 
men calleda strike and by the time it 
was settled, we were broke and hungry 
and that is the way we returned to Kit- 
imat. We had a little luck before we 
reached Kitimat, though, shot two 
deer. Four or five of us bachelors 
stayed together in a cabin up on the 
flats, with the help of a vegetable 
garden and whatever else we could 
rustle, we ate regular anyway. 

About a month after we were back 
a tugboat and a scow load of; lumber 
arrived from Vancouver, they beached 
the scow opposite the Indian village 
and started building a hotel and wharf. 
These fellows who were doing the 
building were anticipating that Kitimat 
would be the railway terminus in- 
stead of Prince Rupert. I hired out as 
carpenter for three fifty a day, which 
was real money in those days. I stayed 
until the last nail was driven, then I 
went back to my trapping and pros- 
pecting. 

I had one experience while trap- 
ping that I wouldn’t want to repeat. I 
was returning from Douglas Channel 
where I’dbeen checking my traps be- 
tween Christmas and New Years. I 
tied my boat to an old snag, went

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THE CHERISHED 
POPPY SEEDS 


HEN I WAS A CHILD, we lived 

in a beautiful valley with a small 
creek running through it. It was a 
lovely place for children, with the big 
grove on the other side, where Dad 
hung the highest swing in the world, 
but all you could raise on the land, 
outside of kids, were rocks and go- 
phers. They abounded in great quan- 
tities, in every direction. 

One summer, before I started 
school, Grandma and Grandpa came 
to visit us from New Brunswick. 
Grandma was a sweet little, white- 
haired lady, with small gold rings in 
her ears. She was gay, and full of 
tricks and laughter. 

Toeach of us, she brought a gift, 
but the only one I remember was 
Irene’s poppy seeds. They came in 
one of those square tin boxes with a 
handle. I think, probably, it origin- 
ally had toffee in it. Anyway, it was 
full to the top with poppy seeds. 

Now, Irene was what we called a 
‘“housey-girl, ’’ because she preferred 
to stay indoors in the cold weather, 
making beautiful clothes for her doll, 
and believe me, they were beautiful, 
or she was in her little flower garden 
making things grow like none of the

rest of us could do. 

We all envied Irene her poppy 
seeds, andusedto beg them from her, 
saying, ‘‘Gimme some of your poppy 
seeds.’’ It became a sort of slogan 
which attached itself to her for years 
after. We had had our gifts, and, no 
doubt, lost or broken them, but Irene 
had her poppy seeds. . every last seed. 

Rob was around twelve, I guess, 
and used to make the odd penny selling 
gopher tails. One day he had caught 
twenty-one. Jeanwashis favorite, so 
he bestowed four on her. They were 
all dead, of course, 

Between the outhouses and our 
home, the little stream flowed under 
an arched, log bridge. On the bridge 
stood Rob and Jean with long strings 
in their hands. On the end of each 
string was a dead gopher. They drop- 
ped them into the creek and let them 
float down stream, under the bridge 
then drew them back up again. 

That doesn’t sound like fun, unless 
you’re a little kid with nothing much 
todo. It sounds rather heartless, and 
I doubt if we’d have gotten away with 
it had Mother known about it. We did 
though. Marg and I had to perform 
quite laborious feats in order to obtain 


our gophers, but, finally Rob gave in 
and presented us each with two (less 
strings, of course. We had to find 
those for ourselves. ) 

We had amused ourselves for a 


long time with the poor creatures, 
racing them in the current and vying 
with each other to see who could let 
his float the longest before letting go 


the string or pulling it back upstream. 

About this time Irene appeared. 
She stood watching for awhile, and 
then asked Rob for a gopher, too. Rob 
flatly refused. No gophers for a 
housey-girl. Poor Irene was nearly 
in tears, she wanted a gopher so 
badly. The pity of it was that any of 
us could have gone and snared one or 
two with little effort. 


‘“Ah, Rob, come on, give me one 
please,’’ she pleaded. Suddenly Rob 
was all smiles. 

““Tell you what, Irene. I’ll trade 
you two gophers for all your poppy 
seeds.’’ Irene was torn between de- 
sire for the gophers and the thought 
of losing her poppy seeds. 

Rob executed a variety of exag- 
gerated manoeuvers with his many 
gophers, andteased andcajoled, until 
Irene finally gave in. She hurried 
back to the house and brought out the 
cherished can of seeds. 

‘Just some, Rob, ’’ she bargained. 


‘No. All, or no gophers.’ Re- 
luctantly, she acceded and passed the 
box to Rob, who, in turn passed her 
two gophers on strings. 


We could all see that Irene re-

Irene, witha wistful, unhappy ex- 
pression, turned toward the house, 
no longer the proud owner of the coy- 
eted poppy seeds. She’d sold them all 
for two mangy, dead gophers. 
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A PARTIAL REPORT onthe Cycles 


or periods of the various Timbers 
comprising the forests covering the 

North East and Central Fraser Valley, 
Quesnel River, Cottonwood head- 
waters, etc. as found in personal 
tours, mainly inthe later years around 
Lightning Creek and Swift River water- 
sheds, with regards to the likelihood 
of our common Douglas Fir growing 
to altitudes of over 4,000 feet in the 
heavy snow regions in years long ago. 

Today at these high altitudes the 
forest covering in the main consists 
of the following species, Spruce pre- 
dominately, Lodgepole Pine, Balsam, 
Poplar and Bambaguilier(Cottonwood) 
These species grow mixed together at 
various latitudes up to the timberline 
from 5000 to 6000 feet, and in my 
study constitute a definite ‘‘Cycle.’’ 
Before this standcame into growth, I 
concluded from the study of old stumps 
and moss covered fallen timber, that 
there was, before the above cycle, a 
growth of heavy Douglas Fir in these 
regions, some stumps measure up to 
7 feet across today even after hundreds 
of years of rotting, which indicates 
that they were truly big timber. In the 
main these stumps and fallen trees 
are badly charred which proves that 
inthe past this timber matured in its 
cycle, and was killed in a forest fire 
of greater proportions than those we 
have today, andthat this fire had been 
followedby others that had consumed 
many of the snags left, thus leaving 
the forest floor clean for a following 
cycle. 

Now to go back to before this Fir 
stand, the forests must have been 
made up of somewhat the same struc- 
ture of trees asthose of today, as the 
many deposits of petrified woods, 
lignites and immature beds of soft coal 
seams along our river and creek chan- 
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Tree Cycles

nels show that in the period following 
Glacial time inthis country, the forest 
woods were made up of soft woods, 
and these woods of high ash content: 
cottonwood, birch, poplar, alder, and 
willow, as the seams of coal are 
mostly ashor dirt, but commercially 
are a good source of tar, gas and 
many other by-products. 

The present day stands of Fir being 
logged off in the Fraser and Quesnel 
River valleys is mainly a second 
growth timber of fir that immediately 
followed the first or heavier stand that 
in some isolated instances occur on 
benches or river flats that have been 
protected or sheltered from the big 
fire of long ago. In these instances fir 
upto andover 7 feet on the stump are 
still in evidence and definitely relate 
to the big stand. So in present day 
evidences of past logging shows, the 
new growths are changing to the leafy 
type trees, except at high altitudes, 
such as the Wingdam slashings which 
are reseeding naturally to present 
day species, as there has been no 
forest fires to kill the seed deposits 
onthe forest floor....asisnow known 
past large burnt off areas in these in- 
terior districts, the new growth gen- 
erally comes to pine or poplar, in 
which case the seeds are carried long 
distances onthe wind, pine seeds are 
fairly small and are washed deeper 
into the mosses out of reach of flash 
fires. 

There is some evidence also of 
old cedar snags in these higher levels 
mainly found dry under bigger trees, 
of course there is the odd cedar now 
standing of up to 20 inches but these 
are scattered, then there is the com- 
mon scrub-cedar which grows more 
along the ground, and some patches 
of mountain ash and vine maple..... 

Some two years agoI spent a short 


holiday in the region south of Moose- 
jaw, Saskatchewan. There I found evi- 
dence of a past heavy growth of hard- 
woods. In the vicinity of Claybank, 
where clay is mined for brick-making, 
old stumps of petrified ash and oak up 
to 3 feet in diameter are cast aside, 
I understand that these stumps upon 
being left to dry make very hot fuel 
(ahammer was used to break them up). 
Also in this region there are many 
known good coal deposits which shows 
that long ago what we take for granted 
as always being a grassy plateau was 
once atimbered country, and probably 
due to recurring fires never came 
back to timber except in the regions 
of bad-lands and deep draws that have 
been sheltered, as there are present 
day showings of oak and ash growing 
in these draws... 

Parts of the eastern Provinces 
show that there were much larger 
trees growing in the days before our 
ancestors landed on the continent. 
Around Ottawa and east to the St. 
Lawrence River a great stand of Red 
Pine has left enormous burnt out 
stumps, whilst the swamps were cov- 
ered with Yellow Cedar, since that 
period the Cycle of Sugar Maple, Elm 
Birch, Oak,Ironwood and Hickory have 
taken over, and further west the 
species change to the more common 
types of soft woods. 

It is a really interesting hobby to 
trace the various types of trees that 
we can readily find on this continent, 
especially in the West where the 
changes are still taking place, due to 
being a more recent change-over 
from the glacial period. Véry little 
can be found relating to the inter- 
glacial periods as the country was 
making fast changes, but during this 
period the poor quality of coal may 
have been formed. 

The pre-glacial period must be 
responsible for the deep down de- 
posits of the really good coal seams 
that we have found in various parts of 
the West and North country. 

‘‘Dinosaur Valley, Alta. ’’ arecent 
article appearing in a national mag- 
azine bears out much that I have said 
regarding prairie forests, in that it 
states that around Drumheller, Al- 
berta, remains of roots of such trees 
as the Redwoods were found along 
with the fossils of pre-historic animals.

the large old minute book of 1891 
asits five hundred pages sag there on 
the shelf. [know that my husband was 
kept busy as a Judge on the county 
circuit of Vancouver Island; on the 
Court of Revision in some districts 
(first commission dated 1885); on the 
seasonal Assizes; as local Judge of 
the Supreme Court with full powers; 
andin drafting, adapting and revising 
statutes, besides making suggestions 
to London as to the uniformity of laws 
in British colonies. 

In addition to that he was named 
Commissioner on various Royal Com- 
missions of inquiry. This method of 
factual investigation has long been a 
favourite one in Canada, both in the 
Dominion and inthe Provincial spheres 
of action. 

The Commissioner appointed is 
nearly always a Judge; the govern- 
ment also appoints its Council, and 
of course provides a secreatry. Ses- 
sions may runon for weeks or months 
and may be held in various towns. 

The report turned in is usually 
pretty formidable in style and length, 
while the cost is always high and 
sometimes shocking. 

As neither the executive nor the 
legisiature pays the least attention to 
these long reports from Commissions 
in most cases, as it appears to the 
general public, there has been quite a 
bit of complaint and satire on the 
holding of so many Royal Commis- 
sions on apparently unecessary 
subjects. 

These Commissions in B.C. are 
under a statute called the Public In- 
quiries Act. 

So when my husband was appointed 
a Commissioner to inquire into the 
Public Inquiries Act itself, it must 
have seemed to many of the lay folk 
that such an investigation was the final 
Gilbert & Sullivan touch to the whole 
procedure. 

However, since those days, while 

some criticism continues, it is now 
becoming widely recognized that the

findings of the various Commissions 
contain invaluable material not obtain- 
able by present research, and all the 
findings of Commissions through the 
long years have been indexed for ready 
access to rare material often of essen- 
tial use today. 

Whatever some of the lay folk may 
have thought of the method, those on 
the Commission gave their work the 
most conscientious and meticulous 
care. 

Among the Royal Commissions 
held by my husband at about this per- 
iod were: To inquire into charges 
against a police magistrate and the 
general conduct of his office, Dec. 15, 
1894. To enquire into the conduct of 
officials at the Provincial jail, Jan. 15, 
1898. To enquire into the management 
of the fire and water departments of 
the City of New Westminster as to the 
Great Fire which practically des- 
troyed that former capital of the main- 
land colony (named by Queen Victoria) 
on the night of September 10 and 
morning of September 11,1898. To 
inquire into the grievances of the set- 
tlers on the lands granted to the E. &

Certain unusual events held my 
interest deeply.

T. R. H. the Duke and Duchess of Corn- 
wall and York, 1901, whom it was 
known would become King and Queen. 
(H. M. King George V and Queen Mary) 
As usual, on all Royal tours, the 
whole population showed the greatest 
enthusiasm and many fine decorations, 
parades and decorated boats welcomed 
them to the island. 

Along with other Judges and their 
wives, my husbandaand I were duly pre- 
sented to the future King and Queen. 

Then there was the engrossing 
topic of designing and building a new 
house on the property at the crest of 
Fort Street hill. 

My husband had sold some of the 
land, retaining five large lots which 
made one acre. Part of the adjoining 
land I see is marked with the initials 
H. P. B. on an old map, but I couldn’t 
say at this time what they stood for. 

A long strip fronting along there, 
running between Fort, Yates and Pan- 
dora Avenue and asmall piece actually 
on Pandora avenue was given to the 
city for streets and the city then gave 
the street the name of Harrison. 

What so many liked about our acre 
was that it was laid out by nature: hil- 
locks of solid rock (not conglomerate) 
beside the long front fences, covered 
with thick, ‘‘cushy’’ green moss, 
through which great oaks grew. In the 
centre of the drives, another solid 
moss covered rock island with three 
large oaks, one covered with ivy. 
There were also large white and pur- 
ple lilac bushes. In the next round, 
one large oak, a lawn and small rock 
covered with periwinkle. The main 
lawn contained very large oaks with 
widespread arms. Towards the Har- 
rison Street fence were more oaks, 
lawns and a large Oriental plum tree 
that was covered witha mass of small 
white flowers in spring. 

The drives in the grounds were 
never built to my knowiedge. They 
were just naturally there. Of course 
the garden men, through the years, 
from time to time gravelled and tam- 
ped them down to keep the surface in 
good condition, adding sharp up-stand- 
ing rock fragments along the margins. 

Cutting the lawns also kept them 
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busy. But asidefrom such attentions, 
the whole was as nature had set it up. 
The branches of the oak trees were 
so thick in the leafy season, that the 
front grounds seemed to be completely 
covered by a canopy of oak foliage. I 
do not believe that one could look up 
at any point of the heavens without 
seeing an Oak leaf or a sheaf of them 
above one’s head, unless one got on 
to the roof of the house. 

For years the sight-seeing trams, 
tally-ho’s andmotor busses, going up 
‘‘The Dardanelles’? as narrow Fort 
Street by our fence was dubbed, called 
out ‘‘Oakwood’’ to the attention of 
tourists. 

Fifty years later, after the acre 
had passed into other hands, a number 
of the trees were cut down and the 
property split up. But several clear 
photographsI have show the wealth of 
ever spreading oak branches and 
leaves when we had it. There was no 
more fitting name than ‘‘Oakwood. ’’ 

But that was after the sun ‘‘had 
moved North’’ each year for, alas, 
later inthe year, the fantastic shapes 
of the oaks came to the foreground, 
though I have heard some say they 
liked them bare. 

We were much more fortunate this 
time in an architect and builder. In 
fact, the late Mr.S. McClure took the 
matter in hand, with the late Mr. 
Mesher acting as contractor. 

Mr. McClure was a leading archi- 
tect and an artiste to his finger tips. 
He was tall, dark, slender and wore 
a semi-vandyke beard; with a quiet, 
cultured voice, he had a distinguished 
appearance, 

A McClure house was a hallmark 
of the best homes in Victoria. Not that 
Ishould say ours was among his best 
plans; our limitation on expenses 
rather hampered him, but the twelve 
room house (plus two in the basement) 
was so far set back from the heavily 
treed front that we wanted the money 
put into solidity of construction rather 
than in exacting refinement of design. 

For one thing, we achieved a base- 
ment unequaled in old Victoria. 
Heavy concrete throughout and con- 
crete plastered over the high and wide 
side stone work. A high light basement 
of many windows and electric light at 
night, extra heavy beams and posts, 
whitewashed a strong bright white 
throughout, outside the two rooms 
which had cream painted wood walls 
over the concrete. 

Not one piece of wood that went 
into the building of the house had a 
knothole. That was personally seen to

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by my father, who, having plenty of 
time On his hands, watched construc- 
tion most carefully. 

In fact selected wood throughout 
was used, in consequence, about 35 
years later, the same basement and 
house, with minor interior alterations, 
became a large, select block of suites 
with self contained entrances. Where- 
as many houses built at the same time 
had by then decayed or been pulled 
down, because of the foundations. 

I mention this as from the long 
range viewpoint, it seems to prove 
that extra attention to abasement pays. 
But, on the other hand, if one has a 
long range viewpoint, why build for 
too many years ahead? In face of Vic- 
toriacity taxation the question, from 
my experience, Seems unanswerable. 

For who can build a house, how- 
ever well designed, that will not be 
out-moded well within thirty years? 

My eldest daughter had married 
and lived in the East when the house 
was finished and as the remaining 
family of seven members, gradually 
dwindled withthe graduation in law of 


the elder boys who moved North to 
open their law offices, the bedrooms 
were turned to other uses. An extra 
sitting room, one was 15X21; another 
11 1/2 X 14 1/2; sewing room; an up- 
stairs library that housed two thou- 
sand books. 

Downstairs there were three rooms 
that were 17X21, i.e. : drawing room, 
sitting room and dining room, the last 
two could be thrown together by press- 
ing the sliding doors. And this was 
done on such occasions as Christmas 
and New Years when the dining table 
usually sat twelve or more. 

The American president and polit- 
ical Thomas Jefferson, who, with 
many other skills, was an expert 
though amateur architect, designed a 
number of houses in Virginia and it is 
stated that anyone can recognize a 
Jefferson-designed house by the tact 
that the staircase going to the second 
floor cannot be seen from the front 
door. 

It so happened that we also avoided 
what Jefferson so detested.

In my brother’sS home on the Gorge 
he had had speaking tubes put in the 
various rooms; that was something of 
a novelty and I do not think it worked 
too well. We useda system of electric 
bells with a number dial in the kitchen. 
Wecould contact the China house boy 
from the library, from drawing room, 
sitting room, the front doors or. from 
upstairs. In the dining room the bell 
came up from under the flooring and 
could be touched by pressing a spot on 
the carpet near the seat by the head of 
the table. 

When the telephone came into more 
generaluse, we added one upstairs to 
the one on the ground floor. We had 
one of the earliest numbers 889 and 
continued up to Garden 5829 near the 
start of the just concluded war. (1914) 

There were no stationary tubs at 
first, the house laundry being done 
Mondays by a Chinaman in a special 
laundry shed adjacent to the basement. 
There he boiled and washed clothes 
and sent out the starched items to the 
laundry. 

On Mondays there was often com- 
motion in the kitchen that could be 
heard in the dining room through the 
‘‘butler’s pantry’ despite three swing- 
ing doors. 

For on those days sometimes three 
were inthe kitchen: the cook, the gar- 
den man andthe washman and at their 
luncheons they seemed to be discuss- 
ong politics in several Chinses dia- 
lects. Once we had a Japanese cook, 
his Japanese arrogance ill concealed 
from the garden man. And whenone 
of the boys came home from school 
in his cadet uniform with a bugle, the 
Jap on being asked something about 
Japan, said - ‘‘Please let me blow 
that. I willshow you how we do in the 
Japanese army. ’’ As there were sev- 
eral mouth pieces, he was allowed to. 
Then the Jap let fall his true nature. 
“Some day Japan will fight here and 
everywhere and win.’’* 

At another time I had a most mod- 
est well behaved pretty Japanese maid; 
quick and efficient. One day when run- 
ning to catch the street car, she re- 
ceived a stunning blow from one of the 
cars of the four lines that passed our 


* It is interesting to note how long before the attack 
at Pearl Harbour it was that the Japanese had planned 
aggressive action against the western democracies. 
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place. After several weeks at the 
hospital and no permanent harm, we 
gother ample compensation from the 
Company without trouble. 

At another time we had a little old 
Japanese that attended to the furnace 
very primly and decently. After a 
year or so he was killed one day while 
riding his bicycle on a slippery road. 

But for the rest of the house boys, 
they were all Chinese and in almost 
endless succession, some staying 
two years or so, others but two min- 
utes. Garden men as a rule stayed 
longer; Pong for about ten years. Once. 
or twice there was a Hindoo wood 
packer or garden man for lunch but 
he refused to eat with the Chinese and 
asking for pure boiling water anda 
few other simple things, uncoiled his 
turban and made his own lunch in the 
garden .. 

Heating was by hot air at first. 
But after several years my husband 
hada pet ideaof putting ina hot water 
plant and 18 radiators. It made the 
house very warm in winter. The fur- 
nace was stoked by a side ‘‘pump’’ 
but it was not automatic. One of the 
Chinese started it in the morning, 
stoked it once or twice inthe day time, 
then banked the fire after dinner. It 
was aneffective system, but was more 
in the pay of the coal merchants than 
inours. Aside from the initial cost of 
conversion to this system, over 
$2000. 00, the coal bills were exces- 
Sive. It was not worththe investment 
in my opinion. 

One could drive in through the 
front grounds, circle the drive and so 
around to the back of the house. There 
were also onthe side street large and 
smallback gates for deliveries. Also 
a rose garden in a corner by another 
tall old oak. 

Then a space for a marquee or 
or summer tents which we always put 


up in season. Pear trees. Behinda. 


hedge Pon’s garden of greens. Then 
somemore, smaller oaks. In the far 


corner a wire enclosure about 50X20. 


At first quail were kept there by one 
of the boys. Later it was used asa 
penfor his Irishsetter; later again by 
*‘Flip’’ her son, a crossbred black 
water spaniel; very curly black hair, 
handsome and clever. Then when she 
died, ‘‘Flip’’ had:two Persian cats 
for company. Later a Great Dane pup 
“Bellachey’’ who lived to old age. 

I happened to be looking out my 
bedroom window one night while the 
City Hallclock, distant one mile, was 
striking twelve. My attention was 
caught by a black object which dis- 
appeared over the six foot V-point 
board fence. I suspected it might be 
‘*Flip’’ and said so the next morning. 
Someone then carefully examined the 
far off 6 ft. high wire enclosures; no 
sign that ‘‘Flip’’ had been out, which 
he well. knew was wrong.

Francisco in Freemasonry or as a 
Bishop’s delegate to the Episcopal 
Church conference there, he was at 
home with their Judges and lawyers. 
(Much like B.C. , California took the 
EnglishCommon Law as of April 13, 
1850). 

He knew Chief Justice Hastings 
well and also met him in B.C. Chief 
Justice with money founded the law 
school of his name in San Francisco. 

I pondered allthis after the.lady’s 
comment. 

My two youngest children, a girl 
justinher ‘teens and a much younger 
boy, were on a few months’ trip to. 
Southern California. 

The Judge went weekly his judicial 
circuit, returning week-ends. The 
older children were grown and had 
entered or were just entering the legal 
profession. ‘‘Wong’’ was an excellent 
cook and the garden man was a good 
one. There was no reason whyI should 
not be away for a short trip when the 
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late Dr. O. M. Jones said I ought to go 
Southto relieve muscular rheumatism, 
so bad in the wet weather. 

After three days at sea, we entered 
the Golden Gate on the ‘‘S. S. Queen. ”’ 
the population was over 300,000; an 
amazing change since I had passed 
through in the Sixties and when my 
husband had come up in 1858. 

It was a time -evenin 1906 - when 
it was ‘‘not the thing’’ for ladies to 
travel alone, although two children 
helped. But even at that one was ex-

pected to stay at a ‘‘family’’ hotel. ; alee 
We drove first to the ‘Lick GFNERAL CONTRACTORS gill” 
House,’’ but the foyer seemed too Bax'655 Quesnel, B.C, WEI 


“masculine. ’’ We then tried the old 
*‘Palace Hotel.’’ After resting a bit, 
we set out to see someone. 

Passing through a constant din of 
thick crosscurrents of traffic, noting 
horse drawn street cars, we made our 
way ona cable car, rather fascinated 
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Cariboo Hotel 
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byitsqueer, noisy incessant bell and 


the strange clutching gears and brakes. 


Finally we arrived at St. Ignatius 
College whereI met my husband’s old 
friend the Rev. Fr.Woods. Father 
Woods, formerly an Anglican, son of 
Archdeacon Woods, had become a 
Jesuit priest. This did not affect my 
husband’s friendship for him, although 
many Protestants inwardly deplored 
the change in him. 

Father Woods showed us through 
the College, but stopped at one place 
and, with a smile, said that we could 
not enter; but he took my son into the 
dormitories. 

When we reached the ‘‘Palace 
Hotel’’ again there was just time after 
dinner, to catch the §.S. ‘‘State of 
California’’ for thetrip farther South. 

This steamer we came to know and 
like better than any onthe U.S. coast, 
although, at one time and another, we 
sailedon its coastal contemporaries: 
The ‘‘Umatilla, ’’ the‘‘Senator, ’’*‘The 
President,’’ ‘‘The Governor,’’ the 
‘‘Santa Rosa,’’ ‘‘The Indianapolis’’ 
and the ‘‘ Avalon. ”’ 

Perhaps the Captain of ‘‘The State 
of California’’ had much to do with the 
preference. He was a large fair man, 
with kindly, rather protruding blue 
eyes; he hada kindly, fatherly manner 
and as he always showed us so many 
helpful attentions, I came to believe 
that this originated in a friendly tip 
from Father Woods, asI later learned 
that the Captain was of his church. 

We were proceeding on to Santa 
Barbara but it was much too stormy 
and there was not much of a harbour 
there. Accordingly, the ship went on 
to San Pedro and from there we ran 
into Los Angeles; thus entering that 
city for the first time at midnight. It 
then had about half the population of 
San Francisco. 

From there we went back to Santa

After staying at the wide; spread- 
ing ‘‘Potter Hotel, ’’ later burned down 
we took a bungalow on the corner of 
Pedregosa & Emerson Avenue. We 
explored the quaint old adobe mis- 
sions, with their sandalled and robed 
monks as in the Middle Ages. Father 
Ludger Glauber was then Superior; he 
died in San Francisco in 1907. The 
children and I studied French and 
Latin with Professor Spoorman and 
his wife, Germans and with Father 
Lavy who lived at the end of Eucal- 
yptus Lane, Montecito Valley. 

A newspaper ‘‘The Independent’’ 
now no longer published, I believe, 
interested us greatly. With its black 
headlines and always carrying, some- 
how, the dampish feeling of wet prin- 
ter’sink, itwas unique in appearance 
and editorship. It was a special de- 
light to the children savouring as it did 
of the rival editors in ‘‘Pickwick’’ 
and of those in ‘‘ American Notes’’ and 
Macready’s Diaries (Toynbee edn. ). 

What a lot of fun has gone 'out of 
journalism with the establishment of 
our present sedate school! 

We then moved to San Diego and 
stayed there awhile. We looked over 
Mrs. Katherine A. Tingley’s head- 
quarters, academy and printing press 
located on Point Loma. Several acres 
with much waterfront. The place was 
as bare as a desert, except for sage 
brush, when she acquired it, and they 
planted palms, eucalyptus, pepper and 
the like; altogether many thousands of 
trees and shrubs. 

At the time we were there, tents 
were supplementing the buildings, 
and some of these, of unique design, 
had not been fully completed. She also 
had a Greek open air theatre, the first 
in America, it has been said. 

The academy struck us as being 
conducted on severely impersonal 
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A few days later, we drove ina 
horse drawn stage across the Mexican 
boundary to Tiajuana, Mexico. The 
rainy season was on and the water in 
some places came well over the \floor 
of the vehicle; we had to hold up our 
feet for quite awhile. 

As there appeared tous to be noth- 
ing else to see, we attended a bull 
fight, but when the horses spilt blood 
from ugly wounds, the disgusting 
nature of it all repelled us and we 
went out before even one bull was 
finished. 

I felt confirmedin my opinion that 
we were not squeamish, when I read 
the heading the ‘‘Colonist’’ used a few 
weeks later inreferring to an episode 
in the life of Queen Victoria: ‘‘Queen 
Victoria’s Trying Ordeal. Her Majesty 
witnesses horse literally torn to 
Bull Fight. ”’ 

It was now time for us to return 
North. We went part of the way on the 
*“State of California’’ again but for the 
rest took the ‘‘Santa Rosa, ’’ which we 
did not like at all. 

There was a middle aged couple 
on board who made repeated efforts 
to develop acquaintance. ‘‘Now when 
you getto San Francisco, stay at this 
hotel, ’’’ she said, givinga name. ‘‘It’s 
a real family and ladies hotel. ’’ 

As the old ‘‘Palace’’ of that time 
seemed very masculine to us, we 
sought this other hotel. It was|hard to 
find. One or two of whom we inquired 
rather stared at us, I thought. Then 
I asked a policeman and he readily 
directed us. It was a devious way. 

We did not like the feel of the place. 
As I was discussing the location of 
rooms with the clerk, who wanted to 
give us separate rooms on different 
floors, I saw several young women 
with highly painted cheeks adjusting 
their negligee by the hotel desk. 

Ijsuddenly felt that once in, it might 
be hard to get out of that hotel. So I 
determinedto pretend an engagement 
with friends and said after that we 
would return later. All eyes were 
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turned our way in a peculiar apprais- 
ing look; without waiting an answer, 
we hurried out as quickly as possible. 

We at last reached Market Street 
and I thenidentified at a Drug store 
the name of the hotel recommended by 
Father Woods: ‘‘The St. Nicholas. ”’ 

We went there and certainly found 
it a ladies’ and family:hotel. 

The next day we went to Oakland, 
Alamaeda and Berkley where I recalled 
that my husband had a sister and 
brother-in-law whom Ihad never met. 
He was a Professor in the medical 
school of the University of California. 
After a brief visit with them, the 
Professor suggested that my sister- 
in-law, daughter and I go one way to 
theferry, andhe, with my small son, 
would follow shortly in his runabout 
car. 

This we did. When they dod not 
arrive at the ferry, I began to feel a 
bit worried, especially as horse drawn 
vehicles were everywhere and while 
motor cars were fairly numerous, 
they were rather novel and undepend- 
able. 

At last they arrived. They had had 
an accident. 

As the professor was making a left 
hand turn into a main artery, he had 
run into the side of a moving street 
car. It was a close shave. Just touch 
and go. And they had to foot it to the 
ferry, the car having been too badly 
damaged. 

After dinner in San Francisco 
again, we went into a’sidewalk amuse- 
place. It appeared to be the exact 
model of a passenger coachona train, 
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with rear light, bell etcetera We 
entered and after the bell rang, the 
car began to shudder and sway as if 
moving. 

Then motion pictures (of which we 
had already seen examples in Victoria) 
were shown on a screen at the end of 


the car. Scenes being of railway travel. 


This heightened the effect of travel on 
a train. 

However motion pictures were not 
general. 

Roller skating was the popular di- 
version at the moment. There was a 
very fine large rink, like a horse 
show building and we attended as spec- 


tators. Itwasthe centre of San Fran- 
cisco’s better type of amusement. 
The huge new place was packed with 
a youthful crowd of several hundreds. 
Bands played and with the roars of 
skates, laughter and repartee, it was 
like some grand carnival; professional 
skating ‘‘turns’’ stimulated the ama- 
teurs until finally a star performer 
and his youthful daughter climaxed 
the show with a whirlwind number. 

As the happy laughing crowds 
poured out of the place, one could 
hear appointments made for tomorrow 
night at this great new place of amuse- 
ment. 

But they never kept them. 

We retired to the 5th floor of the 
St. Nicholas quite late on the night of 
April 17, 1906.

ashore with my dog and made camp 
for the night. In the morning, boat 
and snag were gone. There I was ma-

rooned and I wasn’t at all happy about 
it. I sat down and did a little figuring, 
it would be February before anyone 
would go downthis way, that would be 
when the Indians, tiredof their winter 
diet would go after some fresh halibut . 
Only one thing for me to do and that 
was to make araft, without nails. I 
found two logs, placedtwo cross sticks 
across the logs, then some more 
sticks lengthwise over the two cross 
sticks. I held the logs together with 
my feet in the water. I bid the dog 
stay and watch the food; I figured if 
I didn’t return the poor animal would 
have something to eat for awhile any- 
way. 

There I was at Costa Island and 
about fifteen icy watery milés between 
Kitimat andme. The wind was against 
me, it was Snowing so that I could 
hardly see, besides I was bucking the 
tide. I headed for the mainland, I 
thought if I ever reached it, I could 
ditch the raft and head over the bluffs 
onfoot. I paddledfor all I was worth, 
you know in those days I was strong 
as an ox. By the time I reached the 
mainland darkness had fallen. I knew 
darn well it was no use trying to go 
through that heavy timbered country 
inthe dark, that I’d get lost for sure, 
it was me and the raft for Kitimat. 

I started paddling again, the wind 
and tide were now with me, I was 
really making time. It began to look 
as if the worst was over, whenI sighted 
the village. I had to paddle past it 
though, as there was snow on top of 
the water, and I just couldn’t get in 
there with my raft. I was tempted to 
land at the Indian graveyard, it is on 
a point and there is a very nice house 
on it. I was so tired - but I knew I 
would need a fire and if the Indians 
saw a light in their graveyard they 
would shoot first and ask questions 
afterwards. So I paddled on to an old 
prospector’s cabin that was close to 
the water. When I tried to get off the 
raft, I hadtrouble, my legs were like 
wood. I fell in the water, somehow I 
managed to crawl up to the house, 
pulling myself along with my arms 
and dragging my legs. 

The cabin was warm, I think I ate 
something. The old prospector helped 
me to bed. The next thing I knew it 
was the next day and I wasn’t feeling 
too bad considering. 

Three days later we went back for 
the dog, and found him guarding the 
cache from the ravens, he hadn’t 
eaten a thing. 

Our mail presented a problem. 
There was atime when a man would 
row fifty miles to Hartley Bay and 
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Charles Carlson (at extreme left) at a meeting of the Kitimat Valley Farmer's Institute shortly after the turn 
of the century. Carlson left the valley soon after it was decided that Prince Rupert and not Kitimat was to be 
the western terminous of what is now the C,N, Railway. BELOW:The valley is now booming with with activity 
connected with the establishment there of the world's largest aluminum smelter. Population of Kitimat is ex- 
pected to reach 50,000 within 15 years, and the railways for which settlers had abandoned hope is now under 
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wind wasn’t right and the tide wasn’t 
running with you, it sometimes took 
two or three days to get to Hartley Bay. 
However, we had plenty of time in 
those days, soifthe boat was late and 
we had to wait a week for the mail, 
that was alright too. 

Around 1907 or 1908, a trail was 
surveyed in from Copper River to 
Kitimat. I remember, one day I had 
just taken six loaves of bread out of 
the oven. I was thinking how nice that 
bread hadturned out, and how good it 
smelled, whena survey party arrived 
from Copper River. We didn’t see 
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many strangers in Kitimat, so I was 
glad to see them; they were glad to 
see me too, as they were starving... 
ran short of grub on the trail. They 
practically ate me out of house and 
home; all I had from that batch of 
bread was the smell. 

We used that Copper River trail 
as a winter mail route. It took about 
three days totravelit with a dog team, 
I had a dog team, two dogs, one was 
a big St. Bernard and the other was a 
bird dog. I sure thought a lot of those 
dogs, they were real intelligent. One 
of them used to inspect my trap line 
for me, if he found anything, he’d bark 
to let me know. 

The boat stopped at Kitimat once 
a month, then the mail was taken by 
dog team to Copper River. That Copper 
River Trail wasn’t any good as a 
summer route though, too many trees, 
logs and snags on it. I walked over it 
once in the Summer and it was sure 
toughtravelling. In the winter with the 
dog team it wasn’t bad at all. 

In 1914, the Kitimat Valley was 
thrown openfor settlement. So I filed 
ahomestead of sixty acres and bought 
another forty acre block adjoining. I 
set up a tent on my land, while I 
started buildingmyhouse. After liv- 
ing in shacks for so long, I felt I 
wanted a decent house, with plenty of 
room for my bachelor friends. Be- 
sides, if the right girl showed up, 
welll’dhave the house; only that right 
girl never did show up. However, I 
built my house with patience. I hewed 
logs, split and planed them, made 
shingles, door cases and window 
frames from trees on my land, of 
course that took time. I chinked the 
logs with cement. I had a nice two 
story house when I was finished, the 
nicest house in the valley. 

The soilonmy land was real good. 
I grew potatoes, carrots, straw- 
berries and other fruits and veg- 
etables. At one time I had sixteen head 
of cattle. There are big hay flats in 
Kitimat that are only effected by real 
high tides, used to graze my cattle 
down there in summer and I used to 
cut hay from the flats for winter feed 
I also had horses, cows, pigs and 
chickens. Time was no longer plenti- 
ful, Iworked all day and half the night. 
Things really grew, you should have

seen my hay and oats, they were as 
tall as a horse and really heavy. 
Imilkedmy cows and made butter 
which I sold to the Indians and hand- 
loggers. I got rid of most of my pro- 
duce that way. In dealing with the 
Indians I learned to speak Chinook. 
There were about twenty white 
people in’ Kitimat then, we even had 
a Farmer’s Institute. After the home- 
steads weretakenup, the government 
built a road inthe valley about one and 
three quarters miles long, of which 
Iwas the roadforeman for about twenty 
years. We really worked, I know I 
did, but it gives me satisfaction to 
know I made a go of it, even though I 
didn’t make a great deal of money. 
Around 1929, I sold my live stock 
and built a boat. Then I fished in the 
summers and went back to Kitimat in 
the winters. I like the fishing, its a 
free life, especially when there’s 
goodprices. There’s a friendly feel- 
ing among the fishermen too, most of 
them anyway, nothing petty or small 
about them. Anytime you feel like 
talking to someone, there’s always 
someone willing to oblige, they’re 
real neighbourly. About 1944 I didn’t 
bother going back to Kitimat anymore,
